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SEC. 2. The said corporation, by its name aforesaid, shall be
competent to contract and be contracted with, to sue and be sued,
plead and be Imp'teaded, defend and be defended, in all courts hav-
ing competent jurisdiction, keep, have, and use a common seal, and
alter the same at the pleasure of the Society.

SEC. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.

Bt it Enacted by the Legislative Assembly oj the Territory of
Minnesota:

CHAPTER 1.

City and Ward Boundaries,

SEC. 1. All the country in the County of Ramsey contained
within the limits and boundaries hereinafter described, shall be a
city by the name of "Saint Paul," and the people now inhabiting,
and those who shall hereafter inhabit within the district of country
herein described, shall be a municipal corporation by the name of
the "City of Saint Paul," and shall have the general powers pos-
sessed by municipal corporations at common law, and in addition,
thereto, shall possess the powers hereinafter specifically granted,
and the authorities thereof shall have perpetual succession, shall be
capable of contracting and being contracted with, of suing and being
sued, pleading and being impleaded, in all Courts of law and equi-
ty; and shall have a common seal, and may change and alter the
name at pleasure.

SEC. 2. That territory included within the following boundaries
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and limit* shall constitute the City of Saint Paul: Beginning at a point
on the Mississippi river where the lines of Sections four (4) and
(6) intersects said river; thence north on said line to Township line
of Township twenty-eight, (23) Range twenty-two (22); thence
north on the Section line to the quarter section post lines of Sec-
tions thirty-4wo (32) and thirty three (33); thence west twenty (30)
chains, thence north forty (40) chains to the lines of Sections twen-
ty-nine (29) and thirty-two (32); thence west on said Section line
to Township line of Township twenty-nine (29), Range twenty-two
(22) and twenty-three (23); thence south on said Township line to
the quarter section post; thence west twenty (20) chains; thence
south forty (40) chains to the south line of Township twenty-nine
(29), Range twenty-three (23); thence west sixty (60) chain* to
the Section corner of Section one (1) and Section two (2), of Town-
ship twenty-eight (28), Range twenty-three (23); thence south to
the south-west corner of Section one (1); thence south to the Mis-
sissippi river: thence down the middle of said river, including the
islands, to the place or point of beginning,

SEC. 3. The said City shall be divided into three Wards, as
follows : All that part of said district which lies east of the middle
of Jackson street and its extension north west to the line of the city,
shall be the First Ward; and all that part of said district which
lies west of the middle of Jackson street and its extension to the
north line of the City, and east of the middle of Saint Peter's street
and its extension north-west to the north line of the City, shall be
the Second Ward; and the residue of said City, shall be the Third
Ward.

CHAPTER II.

Elections.

SEC. 1. The annual election for Ward and City Officers shall
be held on the first Tuesday of each year, at such place id
each Ward as the Common Council shall designate, and the polls
shall be kept open from nine o'clock in the forenoon till five in the
afternoon, and ten days previous notice shall be given by the Com-
mon Council, of the time and place of holding such elections and
the City and Ward Officers to be elected.

SEC. 2. The elective officers of said City shall be. A Mayor,
Treasurer, Marshal, and Justice of the Peace for the City, and
three Aldermen, one Assessor, one Constable, and one Justice of
the Peace, for each Ward, said Aldermen, Assessors, Constables
and Justices ofthe Peace, shall be residents and voters in the Ward
for which they may be elected. All other officers necessary for
the proper management ofthe affairs of said City shall be appoint-

Uuntionoftenn. ed by the Common Council. All elective officers, except Justices
ofthe Peace, shall, unless otherwise provided, hold their respective
offices for one year, and until their successors are elected and
qualified : Provided, however, The Common Council shall have
power, fur due cause, to expel any of their own number, and to re-
move from office any officer or agent under the City Government,
due notice being first given to the officer complained of. Justices
of the Peace shall hold their respective offices for two years and
until their successors are elected and qualified.

SEC. 3. Whenever a vacancy shall occur in the office of Mayor
or Aldermen, such vacancy shall be filled by a new1 election, which

Proviso.

Vacancv.
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shall be ordered and held within ten days after such vacancy shall
occur. Any vacancy happening in any other office, shall be filled
by the Common Council. The person elected or appointed to fill
a vacancy, shall hold his office and discharge the duties thereof for
the unexpired term, and with the same rights and Fiibjrct to the
an mo liabilities aa the person whose office he may be elected or ap-
pointed to fill.

SEC. 4. All elections by the people, shall be by ballot, and a
plurality of votes shall constitute an election. When two or more
candidates for an elective office shall receive an equal number of
votes for the same office, the election shall be determined by the
casting of lots, in the presence of the Common Council, nt such
time and in such manner as they shall direct.

SEC. 5. All persons entitled to vote for County or Territorial
officers, and who shall have resided in the City for one year pre-
ceding the election, and for ten days within the Ward where they
offer to vote, shall be entitled to vote for any officer to be elected

• under this law, and to hold any office hereby created.
SEC. fl. The elections in said City shall be held and conducted

by the Aldermen of each Ward, who shall be inspectors of elec-
tions, and shall take the usual oaths or affirmations, as prescribed
by the general laws of this Territory, to be taken by the Judges
and Inspectors of Elections, and shall have the power to appoint
clerks of such elections, and to administer the necessary oaths.
Said elections shall be held and conducted in the same manner and
under the same penalties, and vacancies in the Board of Inspectors
thereof filled, as required by the laws of this Territory regarding
elections.

SEC. 7. If either of the inspectors shall suspect that any person
offering to vote, does not possess the qualifications of an elector,
the inspector, before receiving the vote of any such, shall require
him to take the following oath : "You do solemnly swear (or affirm,
as the case may be.) that you are twenty-one years of age, t!'at
you aro a citizen of the United States, (or have declared your in-
tention to become a citizen, conformably to the laws of the United
States, on the subject of naturalization,) that you have resided
within this city one year, and within this ward ten days next prece-
ding this election, and that you have not voted at this election, and
that you have made no bet or wager, or become directly or indi-
rectly interested in any bet or wager, depending on the result of
thin election," and if the person offering to vote shull take Pitch
path, his vote shall bo received.

And if such person shall take such oath falsely, he shall be deem-
ed guilty of a wilful and corrupt perjury, and upon conviction
thereof, upon indictment, shall suffer the punishment provided by
law, for persons guilty of perjury. If any person, who is not a
qualified voter, shall vote at any election, or if any person duly
qualified shall vote in any other ward than the one in which he re-
sides, or shitl vote more than once at any one election, he shall be
liable to indictment, and on conviction thereof, shall forfeit and pay
ft sum not exceeding one hundred dollars, or less than twenty-five
dollars. It shall be the duty of the inspectors to keep a list of the
names of all persons whose votes may be challenged as aforesaid,
and who shall swear in their votes; and if any inspector shall know-
ingly and corruptly receive the vote of any person" not authorised to
vote, or shall make out false returns of an election, or any clerk
shall not write down the name of every voter ns he votes, or shall
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wilfully make untrue and incorrect count and tallies of vote*, each
and every such inspector and clerk shall be liable to indictment,
and on conviction thereof, shall severally forfeit and pay a sum not
exceeding five hundred dollars, nor less than one hundred dollars.
All such indictments shall be tried in the District Court of the
County ot Ramsey.

SEC. 8. When an election shall be closed, and the number of
votes for each candidate or person voted for, shall be counted and
ascertained, the said inspectors shall make returns thereof, stating
the number of votes for each person, for each and every office, and
•h Ah deliver, or cause to be delivered, such returns to the clerk of
the Common Council, who shall forthwith give notice to each of the
Aldermen, of their respective elections. Within one week after
any election, the Common Council shall meet and canvass said re-
turns, and declare the result, as it appears from the same.

SEC. !). Special elections, to fill vacancies, or for any other
purpose, shall be held and conducted by the aldermen of each
ward, in the same manner, and the returns thereof shall be made in
the same form and manner as general or annual elections, and
within such time as may be prescribed by ordinance.

SEC. 10. Any officer removing from the city, or any ward officer
removing from the ward for which he was elected, or any officer
who shall neglect or refuse for ten days after notice of his election
or appointment, to enter upon the discharge of the duties of his
office, shall be deemed to have vacated his office, and the Common
Council shall proceed to fill such vacancy, as herein prescribed

SEC. 11. There shall be elected at the first election under thin
act, one alderman for each ward, who shall hold his office for two
years, and two aldermen who shall their offices for one year.

SEC. 12. At every annual election thereafter, there shall be
elected one Alderman for each ward, who shall hold his office for
two years, and ono who shul) hold his office for one year.

SEC. 13. The votes for alderman who shall hold his office for
two years, shall be deposited in a separate ballot box; and the votes
for alderman holding their office for one year, and all other elective
officers shall be on one ballot, and deposited in a separate ballot
box.

SEC. 14. There shall be written or printed, or partly written or
printed, at the head of tho votes fur the alderman for two years, the
words "Alderman for two years," and at tho head of the vote for
alderman for one year, "Alderman for one year.'*

SEC. 15. All the town officers now in office, shall hold their
respective offices until their successors shall be elected or appointed
under this act; and the term of every officer elected under this
law, shall commence on the second Tuesday of April, of the year
for which he was elected; and shall, unless therein otherwise pro-
vided, continue for one year, and until his successor is elected and
qualified.

SEC. 16. The first election for city officers shall be held on the
1st Tuesday of April next, at which time an election shall be held
in each ward, as designated in chapter I, sec. 3, of this act, and at
such place as may be designated by the President and trustees of
'the town of St. Paul, and be conducted by three inspectors or a ma-
jority of them, who shall be chosen by the voters at the polls of
election before said polls are opened; and shall make due return to
the clerk of said Board of Trustees: and all elections thereafter
shall be held annually on the first Tuesday of April, at such place
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fn cacli ward ad shall be designated by the Mayor and Common
Council.

SEC. 17. At the first election the electors in their respective
wards shall vo|p for one Mayor, one Treanurer, one Marshal, one
Justice of the Peace for the city, and three Aldermen, one Asses-
sor and one Constable, and one Justice of the Peace for the ward
wherein such elector may vote.

SEC. 18. Should there be a failure by the people to elect any
officer herein required to be elected, on the day designated, the
Common Council may order a new election to be held, ten day's
notice of the liuue and place of holding the election being first given.
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CHAPTER III.

Officers—TAeir Power* and Duties.

SEC. 1. Every person elected or appointed to any office under
this act, shall before he enters upon the duties of bis office, take
and subscribe an oath of office, and file the same duly certified by
the officer taking the same, with the clerk of the city; and the
treasurer, clerk, marshal, constables, and such other officers as the
Common Council may direct, shall severally) before they enter
upon the duties of their respective offices, execute to the city of St.
Paul a bond, with at least two sureties, who shall swear that they
are worth the penalty specified in said bond, over and above ail
debts, exemptions, or liabilities, and said bonds shall contain such
conditions as the Common Council may deem proper; and they
may from time to time, require new or additional bonds, and remove
from office any officer refusing or neglecting to give the same.

SEC. 2. The Mayor shall when present preside over the meet-
ings of the Common Council, and take care that the laws of the
Territory and the ordinances of the city are duly observed and en-
forced, and that all other executive officers of the city discharge
their respective dues. He shall from time to time give the Com-
mon Council such information and recommend ouch measures as he
may deem advantageous to the city. The Mayor shall be the chief
executive officer and head of the police of the city; and in case of
a riot, or other disturbance, he may appoint as many special or
temporary constables as he may deem necessary. The Mayor shall
have a vote only in case of a tie,

SEC . 3. At the first meeting of the Common Council in each
year they shall proceed to elect, by ballot one of their number Pres-
ident; and in the absence of the Mayor the said President shall
preside over the meetings of the Common Council; and during the
absence of the Mayor from the city, or his inability, from any rea-
son, to discharge the duties of hU office, the said President shall
exercise all the powers and discharge all the duties of the Mayor.
In case the Mayor and the President shall be absent at any meet-
ing of the Common Council, they shall proceed to elect a temporary
presiding officer, who, for the lime being, shall discharge all the
duties of the Mayor. The President or temporary presiding officer
while presiding over the Board, or performing the duties of Mayor,
shall be styled acting Mayor, and acts performed by him shall have
the same force and validitv as if performed by the Mayor.
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SEC. 4. The clerk shall be elected by ballot by the Common
Council; he shall keep the corporate seal and all the papers and rec-
ords of the city; and keep a record of the proceed lags of the Com-
mon Council, at whose meetings it shall be his duty to attend; and
copies of all papers filed in his office, and transcripts from the rec-
ords of the Common Council, certified by him under the corporate
Real, flh&U be evidence la all courts, in like manner at if the original
were produced; he shall draw and countersign all orders on the
Treasury, in_pursuance of any order or resolution of the Common
Council, and keep a full and accurate account thereof, in books pro-
vided for that purpose. Tho clerk shall have power and authority
to administer oaths or affirmations.

SEC. 5. The Common Council shall have power to elect an At'
torney for the city, who shall perform all professional services inci-
dent to the office, and when required, shall furnish written opinions
upon any subject submitted to him by the Common Council, or its
committees.

SEC. 6, The Treasurer shall receive all monies belonging to
the city, and keep an accurate and detailed account thereof, in such
manner a* the Common Council shaft from time to time direct. The
Treasurer shall- exhibit fo the Common Council, at least fifteen days
before the annual election, or sooner, if required by them, a full
and detailed account of all the receipts and expenditures after the
date of the last annual report, and also of the state of the Treasury,
which account shall be filed with the cferk. ' *

SEC. 7. The marshal shall perform sueh duties as shall be pre-
scribed by the Common Council for the preservation of the public
pence and the collection of license moneys and* fines; he shall pos-
sess the powers of constable at common law, or by the laws of this
Territory, and receive like fees, but shall not serve civU process,
except where the city is a party.

SEC. 8- The Common Council shall have power from time lo
time to require other and further duties to be performed by
any officer whose duties are heroin prescribed; and to appoint such
other officers as may be necessary to carry into effect the provision*
of this act, and to prescribe their duties and to fix the compensation
of all officers elected or appointed by them; such compensation
shall be fixed by resolution at the time the office is created, or at
the commencement of the year; and shall not be increased or di-
minished during the term such officer shall remain in office.

SEC. 9. The Common Council at their first meeting in each
year, or as soon thereafter as may be, shall designate not more
than two newspapers printed in said City, one in English and one
in German, in which shall be published all ordinances and other
proceedings and matters required by this act, or by the by-laws or
ordinances of the Common Council, to be published in a public
newspaper.

SEC. 10- The City Printer or Printers, immediately after tho
publication of any notice, ordinance or resolution, which by this act
is required to be published, shall file with the Clerk of the City, a
copy of stfch publication, with his or their affidavit or the affidavit
of his or their foreman, of the length of time the same has been pub-
lished, and such affidavit shall be conclusive evidence of the publi-
cation of such nut ice, ordinance, or resolution.

SEC. 11. If any person, having been an officer in said City,
shall not, within ten days after notification and request, deliver to
his successor in office all property, books, papers and effects, of
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every description, in his possession, belonging to si id City, or per-
taining to the office he inuy have hohl, he shall forfeit and pay to
the use of the City, one hundred dollars, besides all damages caused
by his neglect or refusal so In deliver, and such successor may re-
cover the possession of such book?, papers and effects, in the man-
ner prescribed by the laws of this Territory.

SEC. 12. No AldLM-mnii shall be it party to, or interested in any
job or contract with the city, or any of the Wards, and any contract
in which any Alderman may ho so interested, shall be null and
vjid; and in case any money shall have been paid on any such con-
tract, the Common Council may sue for and recover the amount so
paid from the parties to such contract, and the Alderman interested
in the same.

SEC. 13. The Mayor, or acting Mayor, Sheriff of Ramsey Coun-
ty, and each and every Alderman, Justice of the Peace, Marshal,
Constable and Watchmen, shall be officers of the peace, and may
command the peace, and suppress, in a summary manner, ail riot-
ing and disorderly behavior within the limits of the city; and for
such purpose may command the assistance of all bystanders, and if
need be, of all citizens and military companies; and if any person,
bystander, military officer, or private, shall refuse to aid in main-
taining the peace, when so required, every such officer shall forfeit
and pay a fine of filly dollars; and incase where the civil power
limy bo required to suppress riots, or disorderly behavior, the supe-
rior or senior officer present, in the order mentioned in this section,
shall direct the proceedings.

SBC. 14. The Justice of the Peace for the city, shall possess all
the authority, powers and rights of a Justice of the Peace, except
ho shall in no case entertain any civil proceedings to.which tbo City
is not a party, and shall have sole, exclusive jurisdiction to hear all
complaints and conduct all cxuinitiations nnd trials in criminal cases
within the City, cogni/able before a Justice of the Peace; but war-
rants returnable before the maid Justice may ho issued in criminal
cases by any other Justice utthu City; but no fee shall he received
therefrom by such Justices. Said Justice shall have exclusive ju-
risdiction in all cases in which the City is a party, and he shall
have the same power and authority in case of contempt, as a Court
of Record: l*rovHed, That nothing herein contained shall be deem-
ed to divest the District Judges ot' their authority as conservators
of the peace, nor to nfleet in any manner the jurisdiction or powers
of the District or Supreme Court of tho Territory, (Ramsey Coun-
ty.) In case of the absence, sickness, or other inability, of said
Justice, or for any sufficient reason, the Mayor hy warrant may au-
thorise any other Justice of tlie Peace within tho said City to per-
form tho duties of said Justice, and it shall thereupon be the duty
of the Mayor to inform the Attorney and Marshal of such substitu-
tion, and Hittkc report thereof to (ho Common Council, and they
may confirm or set aside such appointment, or appoint some other
Justice of (ho Peace, and the Justice so appointed shall, for the
time being, possess all t!ic authority, powers and rights of said Jus-
tice of the Pence for the City.

SEC. 15. Tho Justice of the Peace for the City shall quarterly
report to the Common Council a list of all proceedings instituted
before him in behalf of the City, and the disposition thereof; and
•hall, at the same time, account and pay over the amount of all pen-
alties and costs collected, which may by law accrue to the City.
Fit; shall he entitled to receive from the County ot Ramsey auch
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Sec. 16. There shall be elected by the Common Council, a
City Surveyor, who shall be a practical surveyor. He shall keep
his office nt some convenient place within said city, and the Com-
mon Council shall prescribe his duties and fix the fees and compen-
sation for any services performed by him. All surveys', profiles,
plans, or estimates, made by him for the city, or either of the
Wards, shall be the property of said city, and shall be carefully
preserved in the office of the Surveyor, open to the inspection of
the parties interested; and the same, together with all books and
papers appertaining to said office, shall be delivered over by the
Surveyor at the expiration of bis term of office, to bis successor, or
the Common Council*

City Comptroller.
SEC. It. The Common Council shall appoint a city Comptroller,

whose duty it shall be to report to the Common Council the amount
of present Town and Ward indebtedness. He shall make a list of
all the outstanding Town Bonds; to whom; for what purpose;
when, and where payable, and the rate of interest they may respec-
tively bear, and recommend such action to the Common Council,
as will secure the punctual payment of the principal and interest of
such Bonds.

SEC. Id. He shall report annually on or about the first of May
to the Common Council an estimate of the expenses of the city, and
the several wards, and likewise the revenue necessary to be raised
for the current year, and the fiscal year of the city shall commence
on the first day of May.

Sec. 19. He shall make or cause to be made, estimates of the
expenses of any work to be dnne by the city, and countersign all
contracts (made in behalf of the city,) and certificates of work by
any committee of the Common Council, or by any city officer.

SEC. 20. He shall examine all estimates of work to be done by
the street commissioners of the several wards, and countersign all
contracts and certificates of work entered into or given hy them;
and no contract entered into or certificate issued, shall bo of any
validity unless countersigned by tho comptroller.

SEC. 21. He shall keep a liat of all certificates issued in each
ward, and before the levy by the Common Council of the general
tax, shall report to the council a schedule of all the lots or parcels
of land within the several wards, which, under this act, maybe sub-
ject to any special tax or assessment which it may be necessary to
levy on such parcel or lot of land, with a full statement of the sev-
eral acts done and performed in reference to such special taxes or
assessments: which said schedule shall be verified by the affidavit of
the comptroller,and shall be prima facie evidence of the facts there-
in stated in all cases where the validity of such special tax or as-
sessment shall come in question. The Common Council shall, if
from such report they deem such special tux legal and just, cause
the same to be levied in pursuance of the provisions of this act.

SEC. 2-2. He shall report monthly to the Common Council the
amount of work done, or for which contracts have been entered into,
chargeable to the several wards and to the general city fund, and
set forth what proportion the same will bear to the annual estimate
made by him for the work to be performed and revenue to be raised.

Sec. 23. If on or before the first day of January of any year.
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the amount expended or to ho expended, chargeable to any of the
ward or city funds, (adding thereto the current expenses esthnated
for the remainder of the fiscal year, and chargeable to such fund)
shall be equal to three fourths of the tax authorised to be raised, or
revenue estimated for such fund, he shall at once report the same to
the Common Council; and he shall not countersign any contracts
chargeable to such fund, until the amount of taxes actually collect-
ed be ascertained; and during the remainder of the fiscal year he
shall not countersign any contract, the expanses of which shall ex-
ceed revenue actually collected for the fund to which such expense
is properly chargeable.

SEC. 24. The* Comptroller may negotiate, between the first of
May and the collection of taxes for the same year, such temporary
loans for the different funds, anticipating the revenue for the cur-
rent year, as he shall deem expedient; and such loans shall bo sub-
ject to the approval of the Common Council.

SEC. 25. He shall examine the report, books, papers, vouchers,
and accounts of the Treasurer, and from time to time, shall perform
such other duties as the Common Council may direct.

SEC. 2ti. All claims and demands against the city, before they
are allowed by the Common'Council, shall be audited and adjusted
by the Comptroller.

SEC. 27. The Comptroller shall keep a record of all his acts and
doings, which record shall be open to the inspection of all parties
interested. Ho shall not be directly or indirectly interested in any
contract or joJ» to which the city or cither of the wards is a party.
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CHAPTER IV.

The Common Council—Its Gene:al Poieert and Duties.

SEC. I. The Mayor and AloWmrn shall constitute the Common
Council, nnil the style of all ordinances slinll be "Th« Mayor and
Common Council of the City of Suint Paul do ordain," &c. The
Common Council shall meet at such timo and plncc as they, by res-
olution, shall direct. A majority of the Aldermen shall constitute a
quorum.

SEC. 2. The Common Council shall hold stated meetings, and
tho Mayor may call special meetings by notice to each of the mem-
bers, to be served personally, or left at their usual place of abode.
The Common Council shall determine the rules of its own proceed-
ing!!, und be the judge of the election and qualification of their own
member*, and have power to compel the attendance of absent
member*.

SEC. 3. The Common Council shall have the management and
control of the finance;*, and of all the property of the city and shall
likewise in addition to tho power herein invested in them, have full
power and authority to intiko, enact, ordain, establish, publish en-
force, alter, modify, amend, and repeal, nil such ordinances, rules
nnd by-laws, for the government and good order of thc'city, for sup-
pression of vice, fur the prevention of crime, as they shall deem ex-
pedient; declaring and imposing penalties, and to enforce the same
against any person or persons who may violate any of the provis-
ions of mien ordinances, rules, or by-laws; and such ordinances,
rules and hy-lawa, are hereby declared to he and have the force of
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PomniifCinn-. jaw: Provided, That fhey be not repugnant to the Constitution and
(S^iitiSkT Laws of the United States or of this Territory: and for these pur-

poses shall have authority hj ordinances, resolutions, or by-laws:
1. To license and regulate the exhibition of common showmen

or shows of any kind, or the exhibition of caravans, circusaes, or
theatrical performances, billiard tables, bowling saloons, and to pro-
vide for the abatement and removal of all nuisances under the ordi-
nances, or at common law; and to grant licenses and regulate gro-
ceries, taverns, victualling houses, and all persona vending or deal-
ing in spirituous, vinous, or fermented liquors: Provided, That the
license for ao dealing in, qr vending spirituous or fermented li-
quors, shall be fifty dollars a year, and that no license shall be
granted for a less term than one year.

2. To restrain and prohibit all descriptions of gamine and fraud-
ulent devices and practices, and all playing of cards, dice, or other
games of chance, for the purpose of gaming in said city, nnd to res-
train any person from vending, giving or dealing in spirituous, fer-
mented or vinous liquors, unless duly licensed by the Common
Council.

3. To prevent any riots, noise, disturbance, disorderly assem-
blings, suppress and restrain disorderly houses or groceries, and
houses of ill-fame, and to authorise the destruction of all instruments
used fur the purpose of gaming.

4. To compel the owner or occupant of any grocery, cellar,
tallow chandler shop, simp factory, tannery, stable, barn, privy,
sewer, or other unwholesome, nauseous house or place, to cleanse,
remove or abate tho same from time to time, as often as it may be
deemed necessary fur tho health, comfort and convenience of the
inhabitants of said city.

5. To direct the location and management of slaughter houses
and markotH, and to establish rates for, and license venders of gun-
powder, and regulate the storage, keeping and conveying of gun-
powder or other combustible materials.

6. To prevent the encumbering of streets, side-walks, lanes or
alleys, with carriages, carts, wagons, sleighs, boxes, lumber, fire-
wood or any other materials or substances whatever.

7. To prevent horse racing, immoderate riding or driving in the
streets, and to regulate the places of buthing and swimming in tho
waters within the limits of said city.

8. To restrain the running at largo of cattle, swine, sheep,
poultry and geese, and to authorise the distraining and sale of the
same.

9. To prevent the running at large of dogs, and to authorise
the destruction of the same in a summary manner when at large
contrary to the ordinance.

10. To prevent any person from bringing, depositing or having
within said city, any putrid carcass, or other unwholesome sub-
stance, and to require the removal of the same by any person who
shall have upon bin premises any such substance, or putrid or un-
sound beef, pork, fish, hides, or skins of any kind; and on default
to authorise the removal thereof by sumo competent officers, at the
expense of such person or persons.

11. To make and establish public pounds, pumps, wells, cis-
terns and reservoirs, and to provide for the erection of water-works
for the supply of water to the inhabitants; to erect lamps and reg-
ulate and license hacks, cabs, drays, carts, and charges of hack-
men, cabmen, draymen, nnd cart men in the city: and to provide
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for lighting the streets, public grounds and public buildings, with
gas or otherwise.

12. To establish and regulate boards or health, provide hospital
and cemetery grounds, regulate the burial of the dead, and the re-
turns of the bills of mortality, and to exempt burial grounds set
apart for public use from taxation.

13. To regulate the assize and weight of bread, and to provide
for the seizure and forfeiture of bread baked contrary thereto,

14. To prevent all persons riding or driving any ox, mule, cat-
tlc or other animal, on the side-walks in said city, or in any wny
doing any damage to such Hide-walks.

15. To prevent the shooting of fire arms or crackers and to pre-
vent the exhibition of any fire-works in any situation which may bo
considered hi (he Council dangerous to the city, or any property
therein, or annoying any citizens thereof.

l(j. To restrain drunkards, immoderate drinking, or obscenity
in the streets or public places, and to provide for arresting, remov-
ing and punishing any person or persons who may be guilty of the
same.

17. To restrain and regulate runners and solicitors for boats,
vessels, stages, public houses or other establishments, and to regd-
late the police of the cily.

18. To establish public markets, and make rules and regulations
for the government of the same; to appoint suitable officers for
overseeing and regulating such markets and to restrain all persons
from interrupting or interfering with the due observance of such
rules and regulations.

19. To license and regulate butcher stalls, shops and stands for
the sale of game, poultry, butcher's meat, butter, fish and other
provisions.

30. To regulate the place and manner of weighing and selling
of hay, and measuring and selling of furl and lime, and to appoint
suitable persons to superintend and conduct the same.

21. To compel the owners or occupants of buildings or grounds
to remove snow, dirt or rubbish from the side-walk, street or alley
opposite thereto, and to compel such owner or occupant to remove
from the lot owned or occupied by him, all such substances as the
board of health shall direct: and in his default, to authorize the re-
moval or destruction thereof by-some officer of the city, at the ex-
pense of such owner or occupant.

22. To regulate the construction of piers or wharves, or grad-
ing such wharves into the Mississippi river within the corporate
limits of said city, and to prescribe and control the prices to bo
charged for pierage or wharfage thereon.

33. To regulate, control, and prevent the landing of persons
from boats or vessels whereon are contagious or infectious diseases
or disorder^, and to make such disposition of such person as to pre-
serve the health of said city.

34. To regulate the time, place, and manner of holding public
auctions or vcuducs.

25. To appoint watchmen and prescribe their duties.
26. To provide by ordinance for a standard of weights and

measures, and for the punishment of the use of false weights and
measures.

SEC. 4. AH laws, ordinances, regulations, and by-laws, shall be
passed by an affirmative vote of a majority of the Common Coun-
cil, and shall be signed by the mayor, and shall be published in
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Puwern ^ot' thu official papers of the city, before the same shall be in force, and
fi witfaa fiftecn da¥8 thereafter, they sh.aU be recorded by the City

Clerk in books to be provided for that purpose; but before any of
the said laws, ordinances, regulations or by-laws shall be recorded|
the publication thereof, respectively within the said time shall be
proved by the affidavit of the foreman or publisher of such newspa-
per, and said affidavit shall be recorded therewith, and at all times
shall be deemed and taken as sufficient evidence of the time and
manner of such publication. No appropriation shall be made with-
out a vote of a majority of the members of the Common Council in
its favor, which shall he taken by ayes and noes, and entered
among the proceedings of the Council.

SEC. 5. The powers conferred upon the said Council to provide
for the abatement or removal of nuisances, shall not bar or hinder
guild, prosecutions or proceedings in (he courts according to law.
Depots, houses or buildings qf any kind wherein more than ten
pounds of gunpowder are deposited, stored, or kept at any onetime,
gambling houses, houses of ill-fame, disorderly taverns and houses
or places .where spirituous, vinous or fermented liquors are sold
without the license required therefor, within the limits of said city,
are hereby declared and shall ho deemed public or common
nuisances.

SEC. 6. The Council shall examine, audit, and adjust the ac-
counts of the clerk, treasorer, school commissioner, street commis-
sioner of each ward, marshal, and all other officers and agents of
the city, at such times as they may deem proper, and also, at the end
of each year, and before the term for which the officers of the said
city are elected or appointed have expired. And the Common
Council shall require each and every such officer and agent to ex-
hibit bis books, accounts, and vouchers for such examination and
settlement; and if any such public officer or agent shall refuse to
comply with the orders of said Council, in the discharge of their
said duties, in pursuance of this section, or shall neglect or refuse
to render his accounts, or piesent his books and vouchers to said
Council, it shall bo the duty of the Common Council to declare the
office of such person vacant. And thu Common Council shall order
suits and proceedings at luw against any officer and agent of said
city, who may bo found delinquent or defaulting in his accounts, or
in the discharge of his official duties: and shall um to full record of
all such settlements and adjustments.

CHAPTER V.

Finance and Taxation.

SEC. 1. AH fuuds in the treasury, except school, territorial, and
county fundtt, shall be under the control of the common council, and
shall be drawn out upon the order of the mayor and clerk, duly au-
thorized by a vote of the common council; and all orders drawn up-
on the treasurer shall specify the purpose for which they were
drawn, and shall be payable generally out of any funds in the treas-
ury belonging to thu city, and all tsuch orders shttll be received in
payment of nny tax or assessment levied by the authority of the city.
AH orders shall be payable to the order of the person in whose
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Bond*

favor they may be drawn, and shall be transferable by endorse*
went.

SEC. $. No order or warrant drawn by the authority of the city
of Saint Paul upon the town funds, previous to the taking effect of
this act, nor any warrant or order drawn fur any debt or liability
contracted previous thereto, shall be receivable by the city treasu-
rer in payment of any tax or assessment levied in pursuance of thia
act, Provided, however, That orders or warrants issued in payment
of special taxes or improvements, shall be receivable therefor.

SEC. 3. The common council u hereby authorized, and it shall
bo their duty, to issue bonds of the city, bearing not more than ten
per centum, payable as the common council may determine, paya-
ble at such time or times as said council may deem advisable, re-
gard being had in the case of ward debt, to the probable time that
will be required, under the provisions herein made, to pay off such
indebtedness, in payment of existing debts of said city.

SEC. 4. The said council shall annually levy a tax upon all the
property in said city subject to taxation, not exceeding one-half of
one per cent, per annum, to pay off the present indebtedneas of
«aid city, until such indebtedness shall be finally extinguished, and
they may levy a further tax, not exceeding one-half per cent, to

defray the current expenses of the city.
SEC. 5. The Common Council shall annually levy a tax not

exceeding one half per cent, upon the property liable to taxation, of
any Ward that is indebted, to pay off the indebtedneas of such
Ward, assumed by the City under the provisions of this chapter,
until an amount shall have been collected by rhe City from such tax
sufficient to pay off the indebtedness of such Ward so assumed by
the City, at which time such tax shall cease.

SEC. fi. The Common Council shall annually levy upon the
property liable to taxation in each Ward, a tax not exceeding DM
half per cent, per annum, to defray the current expenses of such
Ward.

SEC. 7. The Aldermen of any Ward shall certify to the Coun-
cil any debts contracted by such Ward for the current year, and
thereupon the said Council shall, (if such debt be a proper claim
against such Ward,) allow such debt, and direct the Mayor and
Clerk to issue to the proper person orders of the City, in the
amount of the debt allowed : Provided, That said Council shall in
no case allow any such debt if such allowance will cause the whole *n>™»,
amount of orders so issued to meet the indebtedness of such Ward,
to exceed the amount of tax which may be levied and collected un-
der the provisions of this chapter, to meet the expenses of the cur-
rent year, assuming as a basis the tax list of such year, if than
made out, and if not, then the tax list of the preceding year.

SEC. 8. No Alderman of any Ward shall contract debts against
such Ward, in any one year to an amount greater than the amount
of tax which, under the provisions of this chapter, may be levied
in such Ward to meet the current expenses of the year; and if
any Alderman shall so contract debts to a greater amount than
such tax, neither such Ward nor the City shall be liable for the
same; but the Alderman so contracting shall be liable therefor, as
if the debt had originally been contracted by such Alderman per-
sonally ; Provided, That no Alderman shall bo held liable as afore- pnnuo.
said, without proof of his assent as Alderman, to the contracting of
the liability or debt by the Ward.

Duty of Judge.

SEC. 1. The common council shall have power to lay out pub-
lic squares, grounds, streets, alleys, and to widen the same, as
follows : Whenever ten or inure freeholders residing in any Ward
shall, by petition, represent to the common council that it is neces-
sary to take certain lands within the Ward where such petitioners
m«y reside, for public use, for the purpose of laying out public

Mode of pro- squares, grounds, streets, or alleys, or the enlarging, or widening tiia
endure. same, the courses and distances, metes and bounds of the lands pro-

posed to be taken, together with the names and residences of the
owners of such premises, if the same shall be known to the pelt-
tinnera, to be set forth in such petition, the common council shall
thereupon cause notice of such application to be given to the occu-
pant or occupants of such lands, if there be any; or if any portion'
of such lands shall not be in the actual occupation of any person,
then the common council shall cause such notice, describing as
near as may be, the premises proposed to be taken, to be publish'
«d in. the official paper for four weeks, at least once in each
week.

SEC. 3. Such notice shall state that on a • certain day, therein
ft> be tmmedi not less than ten days from (he service of such notice,
or the expiration of such publications, as the case may be, uppuV
cation will be made to the Judge of the District Court' of Ramsey
County for the appointment of twelve jurors to view said premises,
and to determine whether it will be necessary to take the same for
the purpose specified in said petition.

SEC. 8. Upon the presentation of such application, and upon*
proof of publication, or service, of the notice hereinbefore required,
the said Judge shall thereupon appoint twelve reputable freeholders-
residents of the city, but not residents of the ward in which such
premises may lie, nor interested in the result of such application.
The said Judge shall thereupon issue his precept, directed to said
jurors, requiring them within thirty days to view said premises, to
be specified hi said precept, and to make return, under their
hands, to the common council, whether in their judgment it is ne-
cessary to take said premises for the purposes specified in such ap-
plication.

SEC. 4. If any of the juvora so appointed shall be disqualified-
from acting, or shall refuse to act, the Judge shall appoint others in
their places, and a memorandum of such substitution shall be en-
dorsed on the precept.

Dut* of Juror*. ®EC- &- The *a'd jurors, at such times as they may agree upon;
shall proceed in a body to view the premises in question, and shall
hear such testimony as may be offered by any party interested,
which testimony shall be reduced to writing by one of the jurors,
and either of the jurors shall be authorized to administer the neces-
sary oaths to witnesses.

Sec. G. After viewing the premises and hearing such testimony
a* may be offered, the jurora shall make It report of their proceed-
ings, which shall be signed by them respectively, and which shaft
•tale whether in their judgment it is necessary to take the premises
hi question for the public use, which said report, testimony, and
precept,, shall be returned to the common council within the time
limited'' therein.
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SEC. 7. Should the jurors report that it is necessary to take
such premises, the common council shall enter an order among their
proceedings, confirming said report, and directing tho same jurorr,
within one month thereafter, or such further time as may he deemed
proper, to again view said premises for the purpose of ascertain-
ing and determining the amount of damages to he paid to the own-
er or owners of the property proposed to be taken, and aho what
lands or premises will be benefited by such taking, and to assess
and return within the time limited such damages and benefits to the
common council.

SEC. S. It' there should be any building standing, in whole or
in part, upon the land to be taken, the jurors, before proceeding to
make their assessment, shall first estimate and determine the
whole value of such huildiog to the owner, aside from the val-
ve of the land, and the injury to him in having such building
taken from him ; and secondly, the value of such building to
him to remove.

SEV. 9. At least ten days notice of such determination dhatl be
given to the owner or his agent, if known, and a resident of the
city, or left at his usual place of abode. If not known or a non-res-
ident, notice to all persons interested fchall be given by publication
in the official paper three successive weeks; such notices shall spe-
cify the building and the award of the jurors. It shall also require
the parties interested to appear by a day to be therein named, or
give notice of their election to the Common Council, either to accept
the award of the jurors and allow such building to be taken with
the land appropriated, or of their intention to remove such building,
at the value set thereon by the jurors to remove. If the owner shall
agree to remove such building, he shall have such time for this
purpose as tho Common Council may allow.

SEC. 10. If the owner refuse to take the building at the value PO___./CM».
to remove or fail to give notice of his election as aforesaid withta CiL
tho time prescribed, the Common Council shall have power to di-
rect the sale of such building at public auction for cash, giving no-
tices of such sale. Tho proceeds shall be paid to the owner, or de-
posited to his use.

SEC. 11. The said jurors within the time limited, shall view and Dmnagw md
examine the premises proposed to be taken, and all such other pro- B«B*fih.
mises as will in their judgment be injured or benefitted (hereby, af-
ter such testimony as may be offered by any party interested, and
which shall be reduced to writing by one of the jurors, they shall
proceed to make their assessment and to determine and appraise to
the owner or owners, the value of the real estate so proposed to bs
taken, and the injury arising to them respectively in consequence
of the taking thereof, which shall be awarded to such owners re-
spectively, as damages, after making due allowance therefrom for
any benefit which such owners may respectively derive from such
improvement. In the estimate of damages to the land, the jurors
shall include the value of the building or buildings, (if the property
of the owner of such land,) as estimated by them as aforesaid less
the proceeds of the sale thereof; or if taken by the owner at the
value to remove: in such case, they shall only include the difference
between such value, and the whole estimated value of such build-
ing or buildings.

SEC. 12. If the damage to any person be greater than the bene-
fits received, or if the benefit be greater than the damages, in either
case the jurors shall strike a balance, and carry the difference for-
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ward to another column, so that the assessment will show what
amount IB to be received or paid by such owner or owners respec-
tively, and thn difference only ahull, in any cane he collected of
them, or payable to (hem.

Sic. 13. If the lands or buildings belonging to different per-
sona, or if the land be subject to lease, judgment or mortgage, or
if there be any estate in it, less than an estate in fee, the injury
done to such person or interests, respectively, may be awarded to
them by thejurorai less the benefits remitting to them respectively,
from the proposed improvement.

Sco. 14. Having ascertained the damages and expenses of the
proposed improvement as aforesaid, the jurors shall thereupon ap-
portion and assess the same, together with the coats of the proceed-
ings, upon the real estate by them deemed benefitted in proportion
to the benefits resulting thereto from the proponed improvement, an
nearly as may be, and shall describe the real estate upon which
their assessments may be made. The award of the an id jurors shall
be signed by them, and returned, together with the testimony taken,
to the Common Council, within the time limited in their order of
appointment.

SEC. 15. The land required to be taken for the purposes men-
tioned in this act, shall not be appropriated until the damages
awarded thereof to the owner thereof, shall be paid or tendered to
the owner or his agent; or in case the said owner or agent cannot
be found, or is unknown, deposited to his or their credit in some
safe place of deposit; and then and not before, such lands may be
taken and appropriated for the purpose required; and the same
•hall thereafter be subject to all the lawn and ordinances of the city
in the same manner as street*, alleys, and public grminda heretofore
opened or laid out.

SEC. 16. Where the whole of any tract of land or other prom-
ises, under lease or other contract, shall be taken by virtue of thin
act, all the covenants, contracts or engagements between landlord
and tenant, or any other contracting parties, touching the same or
any part thereof, upon the confirmation of such report, respective-
ly cease and be absolutely discharged.

SEC. 17. When only part of a lot or tract of land, or other pre-
mise*, so under lease, or other contract, shall be tnken for any of
the purposes aforesaid, all the covenants, contracts or agreements
respecting the same, upon the confirmation of such report, shall be
absolutely discharged as the report thereof so taken, but shall re-
main valid as to the residue thereof, and the rents, consideration*,
and payments reserved, payable and to be paid for or in respect to
the same, shall be so proportioned, as that the part thereof justly
and equitably payable for such residue thereof, and no more shall
be paid or recoverable for in respect to the same.

SEC. 18. The damages assessed shall be paid or tendered, or de-
posited as herein required, within six months from the confirmation
of such assessment and report: and if riot eo paid, tendered or de-
posited, all the proceedings in any such case shall be void. The
benefits so assessed, from the confirmation of such report, shall be-
come and remain a lien upon the premises so determined by the ju-
rors to be benefitted by the opening or widening of ouch street, al-
ley or public ground.

SBC. 10. When any known owner of lands or tenements affect-
ed by any proceedings under this act, shall be an infant, or labor
under legal disability, the judge of the district court of Ramney
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county, or in his absence, the judge or any court or record in Raid
county may, upon the application of the Common Council, or such
party or his next friend, appoint a guardian for such party, and all
notices required by this act shall be served upon such guardian.

SEC. 20. After the jurors shall have made their report as to the
necessity of taking any lands under this act, and the same shall
have been confirmed, the Common Council shall have power to ap-
point new jurors in the place of any who shall neglect or refuse to
serve; and the jurors before entering upon the discharge of their
duties, shall severally take an oath before some competent officer
that they are freeholders of said city, and not interested in the pre-
mises proposed to be taken, and that they will faithfully and honest-
ly discharge the trusts reposed in them. «• .:•' •

SEC. 21. Any person whose property is taken, or against whom
an assessment is made, may, within ten days from the return of the
jurors to the Common Council, appeal from said assessments of
damages or benefits, to the district court of Ramsey county, where
such appeal shall be tried by the court and jury as in ordinary canes.
The Common Council shall have the same right of appeal.

SEC. 22. Whenever any public ground, street or alley shall be
laid out, widened or enlarged, under the provisions of this chapter,
the Common Council shall cause an accurate survey and profile
thereof to be made and filed in the office of the City Surveyor.

SEC. 24. In all cases where the return of a jury may have es-
tablished the necessity of taking private property for the purpose
of opening streets, previous to the passage of this act, the Common
Council may cause the damages and benefits arising therefrom to
be assessed as required by this act, and for such purpose may
summon a jury and do and perform all other arts in the same
manner as if such proceeding* had been originally instituted under
thin act.

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CHAPTER V I I .

City Impforcments.

SF.C. |. This aldermen of the several wards shall he street com-
missioners, in anil for their respective wards, two of whom shall he
a qtmnim: one of their number, or some person npjwinfed by them
shall be clerk of the board of commissioners, who shall keep a record
of nil their acts and doings, and shall keep and preserve all con-
tracts, receipts and papers of the board. The several boards of
street commissioners shall make report in detail to the Common
Council, of their acts and doings whenever required; and at the
expiration of each year, and before their term of office shall expire,
shall submit all their acts and doings, books, records, papers, ac-
counts, receipts and vouchers, to the Common Council for final set-
tlement and adjustment.

SEC. 2. Any person deeming himself aggrieved by an act of the
board of street commissioners, may, at anytime appeal tothe Com-
mon Council, who shall enquire into, examine and correct the act
or order complained of, as shall seem just and proper; and the fur-
ther action of the board shall be regulated accordingly.

SEC. 3. The said commissioners shall have power to order and
contract for the making, grading, repairing and cleansing of streets,

Minn may appMl,
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alleys, public grounds, reservoir*, gutters and sewers, wtthia their
respective wards, and to direct and control the persons employed
therein.

SBC. 4. Whenever the street commissioner* shall deem it ne-
cessary to construct or repair any sidewalk within their ward, ..they
•hull direct the owner or occupants of anj lot adjoining such.aider
walk, to make or repair the same at his own proper cost and charge.
If such work is not done in the -manner and within the time pre-
scribed, the commisisioners shall cause the same to be done .at the
expense of the lots adjoining such sidewalk.

SEC; 5. The cost and expense of surveying streets, alleys, side-
walks, sewers, and estimating work thereon, and of repairing and
cleansing streets and alleys, and of constructing and repairing
Mtervoirs and sewers, shall be chargeable to and payable out
*f the food of the. proper ward; opening, grading, gravelling, plank-
ing or paving streets and alleys to the centre thereof, shall be charge-
able to and payable by the lots fronting on such street or alley
Sewers may be ordered by the street commissioners, and built at
the expense of the lots or parcels of land benefitted thereby, which
shall be apportioned among said lots or parcels of land by the street
commissioners, with the assistance of the street surveyor: Provided,
Aowerer, That when sowers are constructed through alleys, no
lots shall be assessed therefor, except those situated in the block
or blocks through which such sewers may be constructed, and
where sewers are constructed through streets, no lot shall be asses-
ed therefor except those situated in the blocks fronting on such
streets: -Aad provided further, That in all cases where improve-
ments or work of any kind are chargeable, by virtue of this section
upon lots benefitted, all such improvement across streets, alleys and
public grounds, shall be made and paid for out of the fund of the pro-
per ward, in proportion to the width of the street, alley or public
grounds.

SEC. 6. Whenever the commissioners shall determine to make
any public improvement, aa authorized by sections U, 4 and 6 of this
chapter, they shall cause to be made an estimate of the whole ex-
pcnae thereof, and of the proportion to be assessed and charged to
each lot; and in case of grading streets, alleys or sidewalks, of
the number of cubic yards to bo filled in, or to be excavated in front
of each lot; and such estimate shall be filed with the city comptrol-
ler, for the inspection of the parties interested. The street com-
missioners shall give notice by advertisement for ten days, in one or
more papers published in St. Paul, to the owner or occupants of the
lots or parcels of land fronting on any street, alley or sidewalk or-
dered to be gradjed, gravelled, planked or pared, requiring them to
da the work mentioned in such notice, within a reasonable time,
therein to be specified; and if the said work shall not be done with-
in such time,'the said commisioners, shall enter into contract for the
doing thereof.

SEC. 7. Whenever the general interest of the city or ward
requires deep cutting or extraordinary filling in any street, and the
owners of the lots or lands fronting on such deep cutting or filling,
shall deim themselves aggrieved thereby, and shall represent to the
commissioners in writing that the expense of such excavation or
filling will exceed the benefit the same will be to the property asses-
sed therefor, the street commissioners shall require the marshal to
summon five freeholders, non-residents of the ward, nor owners of
nnr interested in said lots or lands, who, after being sworn faith*
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fiiHy and impartially to discharge the trust reposed in them, shall ex-
amine th* prenowes, and if in their opinion, the cost of such work
shall exceed the benefit derived therefrom, it shall be their duty to
make report thereof to said commissioners in writing, and shall state
therein what portion of such work shall be chargeable to such lots or
parcels of land, and how much or what proportion shall be chargea-
ble to the ward fund; and such proportion as shall be reported as pro-
perlv chargeable to the lots or parcels aforesaid, shall be assessed
upon the same, and levied and collected as other taxes and assess-
ments, arid the remainder shall be paid out of the ward fund: Pro-
vided, however, That the petition of no owner, feeling himself ag-
grieved by an act of the street commissioners, shall be received,
unless th* same shall be presented within fifteen days after the
first publication of the notice requiring the same to be done: J3nd
Provided farther, That when it shall appear to the street commitision-
ers that lands belonging' to the non-residents, infants or persons la-
boring under any legal disability, who are not represented by any
agent or guardian, or not benefitted by the making of streets in
front of such lots or lands, to the amount of the coat and expense
thereof, it shall then be the duty of said commissioners to cause to
ms summoned a jury as is herein provided.

SEC. 8. The street commissioners shall give notice no all own-
ers or occupants of lots which may be deemed injurious to health,
by reason of stagnant water remaining thereon, in the official pa-
pers for ten days, to abate such nuisance by draining, or fill such
lot within a reasonable time therein to be specified, and if such nui-
sance shall not be abated or removed within the time so specified,
fbe street commissioners oh all cause the same to be abated and re-
moved at the expense of the property upon which the same may
exist.

SEC. 0> The street commissioners shall have power to regu-
late and clause to be constructed, altered and maintained, wharves,
or gradinK and paving along the banks of the Mississippi river, and
shall have and exercise the same power and control over the said
river that they may, by virtue of this acf, possess over streets and*
alleys. The expense of constructing, altering, and maintaining
such wharves, grading and paving, shall be apportioned by the
street commissioners among, and payable by, flie several lots or
parcels of land extending to said river, in proportion to the work
done opposite to such lot or parcel of land, to be estimated by the
surveyor: Provided, however, That before causing such work Co be
done, th0 same notices shall be given as is required in the cases
•f grading streets.

SEC. 10- After the completion and performance of any contract
entered into by the street commissioners, for work chargeable to
Tots or lands by virtue of this act, they shall give to the contractor
or contractors a certificate under their hand, stating therein the
amount of work done by such contractor, the nature thereof, and
the description of the lot or parcel of land upon which the same is
chargeable, which said certificate may be transferred by en-
dorsement thereon, and if the amount thereof shall not be paid be-
fore the time of making out the annual assessment roll, the same
shall be assessed upon the said lots or parcels of land respectively,
and collected for the use and benefit of the bolder of such certifi-
cate, as other taxes on real estate are collected by virtue of thu
act; and if the notice to do" the work required shall have been
;iven as herein provided, no informality or error in the proceedings
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shall vitiate such assessment: .Provided, That in no event, where
work is ordered to be done at the expense of any lot or parcel of
land, shall either the city or any ward be held responsible for
the payment thereof.

SEC. 11. In all cases where work is ordered to be done by the
:ne«l Alluwed. owuer of any lot, under the provisions of this chapter, such owner

may make his appeal aa hereinbefore provided, at any time within
twenty days after the publication of the notice required to be given,
and until the expiration ef auch twenty days, no such order shall be
executed.

CHAPTER VIII.

Levying, and Collecting Tuxa.

M>l>- SEC, 1. AH property, real or personal, within the city, except
jeei u> LUUUIUM. auch an may be exempt by the laws of this Territory, shall be sub-

ject to taxation tor the support of the city government, and the pay-
ment of its debts and liabilities; and the same shall be assessed in
the manner hereinafter provided; anil the assessors elected under
this act shall have and possess the same powers that are, or may
be conferred upon township or county assessors, except so far as

., . they may be altered by this act: Provided, Aoireter, That the com-
roviao. mna councjj may prescribe the form of assessment rolls, and may

fully define the duties of assessors, and make such rules and regu-
lations in relation to revising, altering, or adding to such rolls as
they may, from time to time, deem advisable.

Umiutf of As- SEC. 3. Within ten days altar receiving notice of their election,
the assessors shall assemble at the Court House, in St. Paul, and
after faking their official oath, shall proceed to organize their body
by electing one of their number chairman, who shall bo authorized
to administer such oaths as shall be required by this chapter, and
within auch time as the common council shall designate, the said
assessors shall tnake out a complete and accurate assessment roll,
which shall contain a description, as near as may be, of all the
lands, lots, or parcels of land within said city, sufficient to identify
the same; and also of all persons or bodies politic liable to pay
taxes on personal property; and opposite to each lot or parcel of
land, shall be affixed the value thereof, and opposite to the name
of each person or body politic, shall be affixed the value of the per-
sonal property for which said person or body politic shall be assess-
ed. When there are buildings upon any lot or parcel of land,
the value of the same shall be set forth in a separate column. The
assessors may, if they deem it advisable, assess any lot or tract
of land in such parcels or subdivisions as they may deem proper, but
it shall not be necessary to enter the name of the owner opposite
to any. tract or parcel of land. Any act done by a majority of the
assessors shall have the same force and effect as if done by all the
assessors elected under this act.

SEC. 3. When the same shall be completed, the assessors shall
give one week's notice thereof in the official papers, and shall fix
a time and convenient place, where they will meet for the purpose
of hearing any objections of parties deeming themselves aggrieved
by such assessment; and after hearing1 the same, the assessors shall
make such alteration* ur revisions as justice or equity may require:
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Provided, The time of hearing such objections shall not be extend-
ed more than two weeks from the expiration of such notice.

SEC. 4. Within one week after the lime limited for the hearing P<wm ^ c^,
of such objections, the board of assessors shall return the said as- cil.
aessmept roll to the common council, and they may confirm or refer
the same back to the board of assessors. The common council
may supply omissions in said roll, and for the purpose of equalizing
the same, may alter, add to, take from, and otherwise revise and
correct the same: Provided, however, The common council shall not
have power to increase the amount of said roll, except by the value
of such real property as may have been omitted by the assessors.

SEC. 5. When the assessment roll shall have been revised and whan Council
corrected, the same shall be filed with the clerk, and an order .con- totaryfn.
firming the same shall be entered in the proceedings of the Com-
mon council. Thereupon the common council shall, by resolution,
levy such sum or sums of money as may be sufficient for the said
purposes for which taxes are herein authorized to be levied, but
not exceeding the authorized per centage, particularly specifying
the purposes for which the same are levied, and if not for general
city purposes, the Ward upon which the same are levied.

SEC. 6. All taxes and assessments, general or special, levied T«*M • IMN
under this act, shall be and remain a lien upon tho lands and tone- on land-, fcc*
mentu upon which they may be assessed from time to time, of the
confirmation of such assessment roll, and on all personal property
of any person or body politic assessed for personal taxes, from
the delivery of the warrant fur the collection thereof, until such tax
shall bet paid; and no sale or transfer of such real or personal estate
•hall affect such lien. Any personal property belonging to the per-
son taxed, may be taken and sold for the payment of taxes upon
personal property.

SEC. 7. As soon as Baid tax shall be levied, the common council
shall cause the same to be copied in a book provided for that pur-
pose, setting opposite to each tract of land, and to each person
named, under proper columns, such sum or sums as may be levied
upon such lot or against such person. The said copy shall be des-
ignated the Tax List, and to it shall be appended a warrant signed
by the mayor and clerk, and sealed with the corporate seal of said
city, directed to the treasurer, requiring and commanding him to
collect the taxes and assessments in said list specified, in the man-
ner prescribed by this act; and in case.said taxes and assessment
shall not be paid within such time as in said warrant shall be spe-
cified, that then he shall proceed to sell the several lots or parcels
of land, or those parts thereof, upon which said taxes or assess-
ments shall remain unpaid, and to make due return to the common
council within auch time as snail be fixed in said warrant.

SEC. 8. Such Tax List, before being delivered to the treas-
urer, shall be compared by the clerk with the assessment roll, as)
confirmed; to it he shall append his certificate that the same has Tr

been ao compared by him, and that the said assessment roll, and the
whole thereof, has been copied into such tax list, and the said-tax list
when so certified, shall bo prima facie evidence in any court, that
the lands and persons therein named were subject to taxation, and
that tho assessment was just and equal.

SEC. 1>. On the receipt of such tax list, the Treasurer shall give
one week's notice thereof in tho official papers. Such notice shall
specify that taxes on personal property shall be paid within twenty
days from the first publication of said notice; and taxes and asses-
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inents oil real estate, before the last day of December following,
and that all tracts or parcels of land specified in said tax list, upon
which the taxes and assessments shall not be paid by that day, will
be sold at a certain time and place to be therein specified; and the
publication of such notice shall be deemed a demand, and a neglect
to pny the taxes and assessments within the time specified, shall be
deemed a refusal to pay the same.

SEO. 10. On the expiration of the twenty days mentioned in the
preceding section, the Treasurer shall proceed to enforce the col-
lection of the personal taxes in the manner specified in Chapter
twelve of the Revised Statutes, and if any of such personal taxes
shall not be paid or collected in consequence of the neglect or delay
of the Treasurer, the Common Council may sue fur and recover
the amount thereof from the said Treasurer and his sureties. In
case the taxes on personal property shall not be paid within tho
time limited in the ninth section of this chapter, the Treasurer may
issue his warrant directed to tho City Marshal, requiring and com-
manding him within a certain time in such warrant to be specified,
to proceed and collect such taxes on personal property as shall then
remain unpaid. And the Marshal receiving such warrant shall be
subject to all the liabilities, and shall have all the powers of levy-
ing, distraining and selling that are herein given to the Treasurer,
and shall be entitled to the fees for collecting which tho Treasurer
would have been, had the tax been collected by him.

SEC. 11. On the day and at the place designated in the Treas-
urer's notice, he shall commence by public auction the salo (uiid
continue the same from day to day till the whole are dis-
posed of,) all tracts and lots, or parts thereof, upon which
the taxes or assessments shall remain unpaid. The sale to be
made for the smallest undivided portion of the lot or tract
for which any person will take the same and pay the taxes and
charges thereon. On receiving tho amount of such taxes and
charges, the Treasurer shall issue to the purchaser, his or her heirs,
or assigns, a certificate containing the name of tho purchaser, a
description of the premises sold, the amount paid therefor, the rate
of interest said certificate may bear, and the time when the right to
redeem the same shall expire! The Treasurer shall keep a rocord
of the lots or tracts sold, the name of the purchaser, the date and
amount of sale, the time, by whom, and for what sum the same was
redeemed, and the time and to whom the same was conveyed, if not
redeemed.

Sec. 12. iii case any purchaser at such tax salo shall neglect
or refuse to pay the amount for which any lot or tract was sold, at
such time as the Treasurer shall designate, he shall on the day fol-
lowing, offer said lot or tract again for sale, and any person bidding
off, at such sale, any lot or tract of land, and refusing or neglecting
to pay for the same within the time designated, shall forfeit and pay
to the city the sum of five dollars, for each lot so purchased and not
paid fj>r, to be sued for and collected as other penalties under this
act.

SEC. 13. Any lot or tract of land so sold, or any portion there-
of, may be redeemed within three years from the day of salo, and
at any time before the deed is executed, by the owner or any per-
son interested therein, paying to the Treasurer the amount for
which the same was sold together witb the interest at the rate of
twenty-five per cent, per annum and the legal charges thereon. If
the estate of an infant or lunatic be sold, the same mav be redeem-
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ed upon the like terms, at any time within one year after *uch dis-
ability shall be removed.

SBC. 14. Any tract or lot of land sold in pursuance ot this act,
or any part thereof, which shall not be redeemed within three years
from the day of sale, shall bo conveyed, by the Treasurer to the
purchaser, or his assigns, as herein provided.

SEC. 15 The assignee of any tax certificate, by endorsement
thereon, of any premises sold for taxes by virtue of this act, shall
be, entitled to receive a deed of such premises in his own ifnme and
with the same effect as though he had been the original purchaser.

SEC. 1G. If at any sale of real or personal estate for taxes or as-
sessments, no bid shall be made for any parcel of land, or any goods
and chattels, the same shall be struck off to tho city; and thereupon
the city shall receive, in tho corporate name, a certificate of the
sale thereof, and shall bo vested with the same rights as other pur-
chasers aro. If the city shall become tho purchaser of any person-
al property by virtue of this chapter, the Treasurer shall have the
power to sell tho same at public sale, and in case the city shall be-
come the purchaser of any real estate at any tax sale, the Treasur-
er is authorised to sell the certificates issued therefor, for the
amount sold and interest, and to endorse and transfer such certifi-
cate to the purchaser.

SEC. 17. If it shall appear to tho assessors that any lot or par-
cel of land was omitted in the assessment roll of cither or both of
the preceding years, and that the same was then liable to taxation,
they shall, in addition to the assessment for that year, assess upon
the lot or tract so omitted, for such year or years that it shall
have been so omitted, the just value thereof, noting the year when
such omission occurred; and such assessment shall have the same
force and effect as, it would have had, if made the year when the
same was omitted; and tho Common Council shall direct, in addi-
tion to the tax for the current year, such tax to be levied upon such
lot or tract as tl>e same would have been chargeable with, had not
the same been so omitted, and such tax shad be collected as other
taxes or assessments for the current year. All lands shall be sub-
ject to taxes that may have been omitted, in whosoever hands
they may have come. Should the tax or assessment upon any par-
cel of land be set aside or declared void, by reason of any defect or
informality in the assessing, levying, selling or convoying the same,
but not affecting the equity and justice of the tax itself, the Com-
mon Council shall cause the tax or assessment to be set aside or
declared void, to be re-levied in such manner as they shall by ordi-
nance direct: Provided, That if tho defect was in the assessment,
the same shall again be assessed at such timo as the Common Coun-
cil may direct: and the said tax or assessment so re-assessed or re-
Icvied, shall hi and continue a lien upon said lot or tract, and shall
be collected as other taxes and assessments are collected under this
net.

SEC. 18. AH deeds purporting on their face to be executed on
account of sale for taxes or assessment under this act, shall be in
all cases prima facie evidence of (ho validity of such tax, and if the
title conveyed by such deed shall come in question, shall be prima
fatic evidence of all facts recited in such deeds, so far as they af-
fect the validity of the title conveyed by such deed.

SEC. 19. All the direction hereby given for the assessing of
lands, and the levying and collecting of taxes and assessments shall
be deemed only directory, and no error or informality in the pro-
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ceedings of any of llie officers entrusted with tlie name, not affecting
the substantial justice n| the tax itself, shall vitiate, or in any wise
affect the validity of the inx or asRCasmcnt.

SBC. 20. Tho Treasurer shall receive nil moneys that may be le-
gally tendered him for the redemption of lands sold for taxes, and
he shall keep an account thereof, and pay the same over on de-
mand, to the person entitled to receive the same. He ahull cancel
all certificates so redeemed, and preserve the same in his office,
And at the expiration of his term of office, he shall deliver over to
liu successor all redemption money in his hands, with a statement
of the amount so received.

SEC. 31. In all cases whereby the provisions of this act, any
charge or assessment is made a lien upon the land, the amount of
such charge or assessment shall be curried out ou the tax list in a
separate column or columns, opposite the lot or tract upon which
the same may be a lien; and the treasurer may collect and sell, and
do all other act!) in regard thereto, in the same manner as if the
amount of such lien was a general tax.

SEC. 22. The treasurer, in addition to such sum as the Com-
mon Council mny allow him, shall be entitled to the following fees,
to wit:

Five per cent, on all sums collected on personal tax, the same to
be added to the amount of the personal tax of each person taxed;
and in case of a distress and sale by htm, of goods and chattels for
the payment of any tax, he shall be entitled to such fees as are al-
lowed sheriff's on sales of goods under execution.

For each certificate by him issued on sale of lands for payment
oftaxes or assessments, ten cents, to be added to the amount of
Huch tax or assessment, and included in such certificate.

For each lot redeemed, for which he shall issue a certificate,
twenty-five cents, and five cents for each additional lot embraced
iq such certificate, to be paid by the person redeeming.

For each tux deed executed by him, one dollar; and five cents
for each additional lot or tract embraced in the same deed, to be
paid by the person receiving the same.

SEC, 33. All those parts of sections
included within said city limits, that are used for farming purposes,
and not laid out into city lots, or for town or city purposes, shall be
exempt from all taxes and assessments authorised by this act except
for territorial, county, school, and poor purposes, but the Common
Council may levy upon the lands so exempt an Annual tax of five
mills on the dollar, one-half of which shall be applied to general
city purposes, and the remain dor to the ward in which the lands
may lie.

SEC. 24. Whenever any person Khali bid off any lot offered for
sale for taxes, which lot shall liavc been bid off* in the name of the
city, for taxes of any previous year, and shall, ut the time of such
subsequent sale, remain the property of the city, such person shall
before being entitled to his certificate of such sale, purchasojof the
city ita certificate, by paying the amount of principal, interest, and
charges thereon, and receive from the treasurer an assignment
thereof.

SEC. 35. When there shall be a sale by the county treasurer,
and by the city treasurer, of any piece or parcel of land for taxes,
in the same year, the purchaser of such piece or parcel who may be
first in point of time, may redeem the same from the subsequent
purchaser, and in cafe he shall ii"t redeem, the right of the last
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purchaser shall be held paramount in case of the execution of any
tax deed therefor. If the first purchaser in point of lime shall so
redeem, it shall be the duty of the proper officer to make, an entry
in the sale book of the character in which such person mny redeem,
and the person so redeeming shall be substituted to all the rights
ofthe holder of the certificate, so redeemed as aforesaid.

SEC. 36. No person shall bo permitted to institute any proceed- Proomliiig to
ings to set aside any assessment or special tax, hereafter levied or MI wife dew),
assessed upon any lot or tract of land, or to set aside any deed ex-
ecuted in consequence ofthe non payment of such taxes, and of the
sale of the premises therefor, unless such person shall first pay or
tender to the proper party, or deposit for his use with the treasurer,
the amount or all state, county, and city taxes that may remain un-
paid upon such lot or tract, together with the interest and charges
thereon.

Fire Department.

SEC. 1. The Common Council, for the purpose of guarding Power ««p«-
against the calamities of fire, shall have power, and it shall be their J£lbe *"* ''•"'••
duly, to prescribe the limits within which wooden building, or build-
ings of other materials that shall not be considered fire-proof,
shall not be erected, placed, or repaired, and to direct that all and
any buildings within the limits prescribed, shall be made and con-
structed of fire proof materials, and to prohibit the repairing or re-
building of wooden building* within the fire limits, when the same
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shall have been do in aged to the extent of fifty per cent, of the val-
ue thereof, and to prescribe the manner of ascertaining such
damage.

power to |ni- SBC. 2. The Common Council shall have power to prevent the
™>«Hwi!unn&* dangerous construction and condition of chimneys, fire-places,

hearths, stoves, stove-pipes, ovens, boilers, and apparatus used in
and about any building, and to cause the same to be removed or
placed in a safe and secure condition, when considered dangerous;

To prevent the deposit of ashes in unsafe places;
To require the inhabitants to provide as many fire buckets and

in such manner and time as they shall prescribe, and to regulate
the use of them in time of fire;

To regulate and prevent the carrying on of manufactories dan-
gerous in causing or promoting fires;

To regulate and prevent the use of fire works and fire arms;
To compel the owners and occupants of buildings to.hnve scuttle*

!«.. of fire engine, hook and ladder, and hose companies, and to provide

for the due and proper support and regulation of the same; and to
order such companies to be disbanded, and their meetings to be
prohibited, and their apparatus to be delivered up. Each company
shall not exceed seventy able bodied men, between the ages of
eighteen and fifty years, i\nd may elect their own officers, and form
their own by-laws not inconsistent with tho laws of this territory or
the ordinances or regulations of said city, and shall bo formed only
by voluntary enlistments. Every member of each company hereby
authorised to be formed shall be exempt from highway work and

SEC. 7. Whenever any person shall refuse to obey any lawful ivmliy fiir r«-
order of any engineer, fire warden, mayor or aldermen, at any fire, fining iooU-y.
it shall bo lawful fur the officer giving such order to arrest, or to
direct orally, the marshal, constable, watcluran, or any citfeen to
arrest such parson, and to confine him temporarily in any sufe place
until such fire shall bo extinguished; and in the same manner, such
officers ur any of them may arrest or direct the arrest and confine-
ment of any person at such fire, who shult be intoxicated or disor-
derly; and any person who shall refuse to obuy any such lawful or-
der, or who shall refuse to arrest or aid in arresting any person so
refusing, shall be liable to such penalty as the Common Council
may prescribe, not exceeding fifteen dullard.

SEC. 8. The Common Council shall have power to organize a
Sack Company, which slntll be known as "Suck Company Number
Out," to consist of not more than seventy members. Such compa-
ny shall constitute 11 part of the fire department, and at fires shall
bo subject to the control of the Chief Engineer. The members of
said company, cither collectively or individually, arc hereby author-
ised and empowered to act as special police in and for the city of
St. Paul, and are hereby vested with all the powers and authority
which now is or may be hereafter vested in any police officer of said
city, and shall be entitled to all the rights and inim unities of mem-
bers of the fire department. At fires they shall take charge of alt
property which may bo exposed ur endangered, and shall, so far as
it may be in their power, preserve the same from injury or destruc-
tion. Said company may, from time to time, adopt such by-laws
and regulations as they may deem necessary, not inconsistent with
the laws of the Territory. The members of said company shall not
be entitled to any pay or compensation for services rendered in their
official capacity. They shall, in case of riot or disturbance of the
peace, have full access to all licensed places of amusement in the
city, and shall perform such services as may be necessary for thy
peace and good order of the same. The members of said company
shall severally take an oath or affirmation tliat they will faithfully
•discharge the duties of their said office, and when any member of
said company shall cease to be a member thereof by resignation,
expulsion or otherwise, notice thereof shull be given to the City
Clerk and police justice, and they shall preserve a record of nil the
members of said company.

CHAPTER X.

Miscellaneous Proruions.

Stc. 1. All work for the city or cither of the wards, shall bo Cuatntci.
Jet by contract to tlio lowest bidder, and duo notice shall bo given
of the time and place of letting such contract.

SEC. 2. No moneys shall be appropriated for any purpose what-
ever, except such as arc expressly authorised by this act.

SLC. 3. No penalty for judgment recovered in favor of tho city
shall be remitted or discharged except by a vote of two-thirds of tho
aldermen elect.

SEC. 4, All actions-brought to recover any penalty or for-
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failure under this act, or the ordinances, by-laws, or police or
health regulations made in pursuance thereof, shall be brought in
the corporate name of the city. It shall be lawful to declare gener-
ally in debt for such penalty or forfeiture, stating the clause of this
•ct, or by-law or ordinance under which the penalty or forfeiture is
claimed, and to gitte the special matter in evidence under it.

Sec. 6. In aU prosecutions for any violation of any of the pro-
visions of this act, or any by-law or ordinance, the first process
•hall be a summons unless oath be made for a warrant as in other
cases.

SEC. A. Execution shall issue forthwith on the rendition of the
judgment, unless the same be stayed or appealed according to the
laws of this Territory. The execution shall require the defendant
in *ny such action, in case no goods or chattels, lands or tenement*,
whereof the judgment can be collected, be found, to be imprisoned
in the jail of Ramsey county, for a term not exceeding six months
in the discretion of the justice or judge rendering judgment, unless
the same be sooner paid.

SEC, 7. No person shall be an incompetent judge, justice, wit-
ness or juror by reason of his being an inhabitant of said city, in
any proceeding or action in which the city shall be a party in
interest.

SEC. 8. All ordinances, regulations or resolutions now in force
in the town of St. Paul, and not inconsistent with this act, shall re-
main in force under this act until altered, modified, or repealed by
the Common Council after this act shall take effect.

SEC. 9. All actions, rights, fines, penalties and forfeitures, in
suit or otherwise, which have accumulated under the several acts
consolidated herein, shall be vested in, and prosecuted by the cor-
poration hereby created.

SEC. 10. If any election by the people or Common Council
shall, fur any cause, not be held at the time or in the manner here-
in prescribed, it shall not be considered reason for arresting, sus-
pending or absolving said corporation, but such election or organi-
zation may be had on any subsequent day, by order of the Com-
mon Council, and if any of the duties enjoined by this act, or the or-
dinances or by-laws of the city, to be done by any officer at any
specified time and the same are not done or performed, the Com-
mon Council may appoint another time at which the said acts may
bo done and performed.

SEC. 11. When any suit or action shall be commenced against
said city, the service thereof may be made by leaving a copy of the
process, by the proper officer, with the mayor, and it shall be the
duty of the mayor forthwith to inform the Common Council thereof,
or take such other proceedings as by the ordinances or resolu-
tions of said Council may be in such case provided.

SEC. 12. The following property now or at any time hereafter,
belonging to said city or either of the wards thereof, shall be ex-
empt from levy and sale under or by virtue of any execution; en-
gine house, hook and ladder houses, together with the grounds and
lots on which they arc situated, and ull firu engines, carriages,
hooks, ladders, buckets, hose or any other fire apparatus used by
any company created or authorised by the Common Council of
said city; school and market houses, and the furniture theYeof, and
furniture of Common Council and office rooms: Provided, that
nothing herein contained shall exempt any of the aforesaid real or
personal property from levy and sale, by virtue of any execution is-
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sued on judgments rendered in favor of any person or persons who
may have furnished or sold any such fire apparatus to, or on the
credit of said city. Nor shall any real or persona} property of any
inhabitants of said city, or of any individual or corporation bo levied
on and sold by virtue of any execution issued to satisfy or collect
any debt, obligation or contract of said city.

Sec. 13. The Common Council shall at its first meeting appoint
three commissioners, one from each ward, \vho, with the City Sur-
veyor, or such other assistant surveyors as the Common Council
may appoint, shall cause a new and accurate survey to be made of
the lines and boundaries of all tho ftrcete, alleys, sidewalks, public
grounds, wharves or landing, and bluetts, and uhnll cause to be es-
tablished such permanent landmarks as they may duem necessnry,
and to cause an accurate plat or pint* tlicrcuf to be mndc and certi-
fied to by the said surveyor and cmnuiirigioners, which shall be filed
In the office of the City Surveyor, and a copy thereof ahull be re-
corded in the office of the Register of Deeds of Ramsey county.

Sr.c. It. The survey and landmarks ao made and established
shall bo prima f'tcie evidence of the lines and boundaries of all
streets, alloys, sidewalks, public grounds, wharves or landings, and
blocks, in all cases in which they shall be drawn into contro-
versy in all courts of this Territory.

SEC. 15. As soon as practicable after (lie com plot ion of such
survey, the Common Council shall cause to be established, under
the direction of the City Surveyor, the grade of all streets, side-
walks and alleys in said city, and shall cause accurate profiles
thereof to be made, one of which shail be filed in the office of the
Register of Deeds «f Ramsey county; and should the grade so es-
tablished be at any time hereafter altered, all damages, costs and
charges, arising therefrom shall be piiitl to the city to tho owner
of any lot or parcel of land or tenement, which may bo affected or
injured in consequence of tho alteration of such grade.

SEC. 16. Tho Common Council "hull appoint one or more Com-
missioners, whose duty it shall bo to rrpnrt to the Common Coun-
cil, within a reasonable time, a draft of all ordinances, by-laws,
rules, regulations and forms, that may bo necessary to carry
this act fully into effect, and more fully to define the powers
and duties, and fix the compensation of the several officers created
or authorised by this act. The said ordinances, by-laws, &c.,
when they shall have been adopted by tho Common Council, shall
be published in a convenient form, together with this act, and the
same, when so published, shall be admitted as evidence in any
Court within this Territory, of the passage and publication of such
ordinances, without any further publication in the official paper.

SEC. 17. The said city may lease, purchase and hold, real or
personal estate sufficient for the convenience of the inhabitants
thereof, and may srll and convey the same, and the panic shall be
free from taxation.

SEC. Id. Rr:il c ' tnte exempted fmni taxation by the laws of the
Territory, slmll be turret to special taxed as other real estate un-
der this act.

Sec. 19. No general lav/ of this Territory, contravening the
provisions of this act shall be considered as repealing, amending or
modifying the same, unless such purpose be expressly set forth in
in such law.

SEC. 20. On the petition of a majority of the inhabitants liable
Jto pay poll tax, of anv district in any ward, and consisting of con-
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tiguous Territory bounded by ward lines, or the centre of streets or
alleytt, the Street Commissioners of each ward may constitute such
district a road district, and appoint any person named in such peti-
tion, or if no person bo named, then nny proper person, roud muster
for such district, and the person so appointed shall have all the
powers of road supervisors us provided in chapter eight, article ten
of the revised statutes of this Territory, and shall report to the
Street Commissioners when required; Provi'lal, however, That no
road master shall receive more than ono dollar for each day he ia
actually employed in ftie business of his office, and ho shall receive
auch compensation out of the moneys collected on such poll tax:
and that in no case shall any moneys be drawn either from the ward
or city funds for tin? compensation of road musters, or for any work
performed by them or under their supervision.

SEC. 21, This act shall take effect from and after its passage;
and not more than six day's notice shall be required of the first
election to be held under this act, any thing contained in the same
to the contrary notwithstanding.

SEC. 2*2. An act to incorporate the Toun of St. Paul, approved
first November, 1619, is hereby repealed.
